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“The Deafness Interpretation raining 
Program has been refunded,” President 
John Dimitry, Northern Essex Commun- 
ity College, told the Observer. Dimitry 
said the program will therefore be 
continued with the additional recommen- 
dation of Lawrence Mayor Lawrence P. 
LeFebre. 

However Merrimack Valley Compre- 
hensive Employment Training Act 
(CETA) director Peter Vanier said that 
the refunding was conditional due the 
question of private job sector outlook. 
According to Dimitry, there are positions 
available in the private as well as public 
sectors. According to NECC CETA acting 
director Sara Mundo, eleven of the first 
fourteen persons graduated from the 
program on February 24 are now 
employed. Several are in public employ- 
ment, but not CETA-funded jobs. 
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eafness program gets go-ahead 


Examples are the Massachusetts Rehabi- 
litation Commission and Whittier Region- 
al Vocational Technical High School. 

In discussing the difficulty in working 
with the deaf, President Dimitry said, 
“There seems to be a pattern of 
passiveness among the deaf, much like 
that seem among alcoholics. They don’t 
show their handicaps openly the way a 
blind person for instance does.” 

Special assistant to President Dimitry, 
Jack Wysong stated that there is a 
Possibility that a program will be 
developed at NECC which will mean 
potential employment for deafness inter- 
pretors at the college. 

The six-month program for deafness 
interpretation at Northern Essex will 
start it’s training on May 1 and end in 
November. The program will involve the 
training of 15 CETA-eligible persons in 
deafness interpretive skills. It will be

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‘Project Secure’

Peter Vanier, director of Comprehen- 
sive Employment Training Act (CETA) 
programs for the Merrimack Valley area, 
said recently all records of persons hired 
for “Project Secure” at Northern Essex 
Community College (NECC) are being 
reviewed. 

Vanier said articles in two newspapers, 
The NECC Observer and The Gazette, 
made CETA officials aware that the 
college may have hired “high risk” 
personnel for some .of the security 
positions. 

The news articles said four CETA 
guards at the college have already been 
dismissed from the project for “non- 
performance of ascribed duties.” The 
articles noted one employee is the focal 
point of a continuing investigation of drug 
trafficking including heroin. 

Vanier said a probe into the back- 
grounds of all personnel is necessary, and 
such a probe is a healthy sign. 

“Sometimes there is a hard lesson to 
learn,” he said. 

However, he expressed confidence 
since CETA has caught errors in other 
projects and dealt with them adequately. 

In describing the process an agency 
must follow to receive an allocation of 


CETA funds, Vanier said the agency is 
responsible for drawing up the job 
descriptions. 

Vanier said “NECC did not include a 
stipulation that all applicants for the 
security positions must be bondable.” 

However, Vanier did not exonerate 
CETA on this basis. He said counselors 
and directors of programs for CETA 
should have noted this as a _ security 
project and eliminated persons with 
dubious qualifications. 

Vanier said the process of certifying a 
person for a particular job opening is a 
“sensitive position.” He. said there are 
laws dealing with uniformity in job 
treatment and CETA officials themselves 
cannot violate certain privacy regulations 
existent in Massachusetts. 

Vanier admitted the possibility of 
perjury at the time of application by 
anyone applying for a job with CETA. 

He said CETA insists employees be 
treated equally. Vanier said persons may 
be dismissed from CETA jobs for cause. 
Vanier said he considers perjury a reason 
for immediate dismissal. 

Finally, Vanier said CETA upholds the 
college’s decision to terminate the four 
guards dismissed from the program. 


Hypnotist gets 
students high

“Hypnosis is the heightened state of the 

senses - it’s when a suggestion become a 
reality.” That is what hypnotist James 
Mapes told over 100 NECC students who 
crowded into the carpeted lounge to watch 
his performance. 

James Mapes grew up in Chicago and 
had his first experience in precognition at 
the age of seven when he predicted the 
exact date of his grandmother’s death. A 
year later his prophecy came true. 

While attending California State Uni- 
versity/Northridge, Mapes lost 100 
pounds and stopped smoking three packs 
of cigarettes a day with the help of a 
hypnotist. 

In 1969, he studied hypnosis in Europe, 
and earned a master’s degree in theater 
arts. 

Mapes then sought an acting career. He 
appeared on stage, radio, television, and 
in films. Some of his better known roles 
have been in “Star Trek”, “Bonanza”, 
“Taxi Driver”, and “Three Days of the 
Condor”. 

Besides presenting over 200 shows a 
year and making nationwide television 


appearances, Mapes heads the New York 
Center for Hypnosis and Mind Control. 

As an extention of the center, Mapes’ 
PSI Training Seminar is a program for 
colleges that teaches self-hypnosis and 
mind control for personal improvement. 

Mapes said he sees the most important 
role of hypnosis as helping people realize 
the limitless potential of the mind. His 
display of hypnotic powers with several 
student volunteers was enjoyable. 

At one point Mapes suggested that 
hypnotised students who smoked pot or 
drank liquor would act as if they were 
high or drunk. The students responded as 
directed. 

Mapes then hypnotised the entire 
audience. This time he suggested that 
persons in the audience would be unable 
to lower their right arms after he directed 
them to be raised. The majority of the 
audience responded. 

For a finale Mapes selected a pretty girl 
and she would find him irresistable when 
he gave a one word cue. She gave him a 
sensuous kiss on cue.

You are now guaranteed the right toa — 


hearing. The Student Advisory Com- 
mission has been responsible for pushing 
this effort through, and it has been 
adopted by NECC..Prior to this new 
procedure Dean of Students, Churchill 
Stafford handled all student complaints, 
with no specific procedure. Under the new 
Student Grievance Procedure he will have 
no official role. Dean Stafford stated he 


will, “advise students on how to proceed 


with the grievance. 

Under the new Student Grievance 
Procedure, a “grievance” shall mean a 
complaint- which has been filed by a 
grievant dealing specifically with an 
allegation concerning any form of 


discrimination or abrogation of student . 


rights. The primary purpose of this 
procedure -is to secure “prompt and 
equitable resolution of a grievance. Every 
effort shall be made to maintain 
confidentiality at each level of this 
procedure, and no reprisals of any kind 
shall be taken against any participant in 
the grievance procedure. 

This is the procedure to be followed, 
although a grievance may be withdrawn 
by the grievant at any level without 
prejudice or regard. 


Level One: 


Step One: The grievant shall first 
present his/her grievance orally and 
informally to the person against whem a 
grievance exists. This should be done in a 
reasonable period of time, within thirty 
(30) calendar days from the date of the 
grievance action or from the date that the 
grievant knew of the grievable act. 


Step Two: If the grievance is not 
resolved within five (5) working days, the 
grievant may present in writing the 
allegations supporting the grievance, 
including, all of the known facts to the 
person against whom the grievance is 
directed must respond, in writing, within 
five (5) working days to the grievant. 


Step Three: If the grievance is not 
resolved within the said five (5) working 
days, the grievant may present jit in 
writing to the supervisor of the person 
against whom the grievance is directed. 
The supervisor must respond in writing 
within five (5) working days, with his/her 
decision to the grievant.

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Step Four: If the grievance is not 
resolved within the said five (5) working 


days, the grievant may present a formal . 


claim in writing, including all ‘the 
supporting statements and evidence, to 
the College Student Grievance Com- 
mittee. Within ten (10) working days after 
receiving the written grievance, the 
committee shall state its decision ~in 
writing, with all supporting the reasons 
and evidence to the grievant and the 
person against whom the grievance is 
directed. © 


Level Two: 


Within five [5] working days after 
receiving the decision from Level one - 


step four, the grievant may appeal 


‘Within five (5) working days after 
receiving the decision from Level one, 
step four, the grievant may appeal the 
decision to the president of the college. 


This appeal shall be in writing and shall be _ 


accompanied by the original complaint and 
copies of all previous supporting state- 
ments, evidence and make his/her 
decisions. The president shall evaluate the 


evidence and make his decision, in 


writing, within ten (10) working days 
after receiving the appeal, to all concerned 
parties. The dec‘sion of the president is 
final and binding, unless capricious, or 
non-uniform manner. 


Level Three: 


If the grievant claims the decision of the 
president is rendered in an arbitrary, 
capricious, or non-uniform manner, the 
grievant may refer the matter to the 
Student Advisory Commission in writing 
within five (5) working days after receipt 
of the president’s decision. If the Student 
Advisory Commission finds the ahiega- 
tions reported have some substance in 
fact, it may, within thirty. (30) calendar 
days, file a written appeal to the President 
of the Massachusetts Board of Regional 
Community Colleges. 


The President shall render his/her 
decision, in writing, within ten (10) 
working days, to the Student Advisory 
Commission. Said decision is final and 
binding.

types of microscopes, diamond tipped 
saws to cut them, and a machine that can 
slice a piece of rock or mineral so thin they 
can be seen through. This is for looking at 
them under the microscopes. There is one 
microscope the school bought about four 
years ago that is worth around $15,000. 
There are some that polarize the light 
going through them, which changes the 
thin sliver into brilliant colors. 

One microscope on hand is used to study 
gems that one would not want to cut into 
slivers. It holds the gem in an aligator clip 
under the lens. If the gem is fairly 
transparent, the microscope can be 
focused on the top of the gem, the bottom, 
or anywhere in the middle. i 

There is also an oven that will melt 
rocks and minerals if that is desired. The 
school has in the past offered a gemology 
course, but students didn’t seem to be 
interested. Mr. Desjardins said there 
probably could be again if the students 
showed interest. 

We feel this may be a problem of 
students simply being unaware of what is 
available.

The Kitchen Sink 


For years my husband has had a a 
millimeter camera, but I have always 
considered it complex, intricate, and 
definitely to be kept away from. 

It always seemed to me that there was 
something a little bit mystical about the 
professional quality of the pictures he took 
and maybe even something quite superior 
and downright magical about the way he 
handled his camera. After all, he is an 
artist. What is foreign to me is often quite 
clear and understandable to him. 

My interest in journalism developed in 
earnest until one day it seemed inevitable 
that I would either have to learn at least 
basic photography or definitely cramp my 
style as a reporter. 

Timidly, I approached my husband’s 
camera as if it were alive and just might 
bite me. Much to my amazement, the lens 
that sports all those intimidating and 
unf: thomable numbers is automatic. All I 
had to do was aim-the camera and then 
adjust the lens until the subject matter 
was clear in the view finder. All those 
little numbers alligned themselves auto- 
matically. The light meter also had an 
automatic setting. 

What more could a reporter want? It is 
a honey of a camera. 

My husband showed me how to load and 
rewind the film once. It seemed simple 
enough. To be honest, I didn’t ask for a 
repeat demonstration after he said any 
idiot could do it. 

I was assigned to take publicity shots 
for the school play. Feeling very 
professional, I took pictures for all the 
hometown newspapers of the actors and 
then some. Twenty pictures of every 
conceivable group within the cast of the 
play. 

And it was fun. The actors were so 
obliging. Every reporter ought to have 
such a first assignment. Who better than 
actors to stage really super photos? I was 
excited about seeing the finished prints. 

Back in the news office, I suddenly 
realized that I did not remember how to 
get the film out the camera. I tried 
rewinding it the way I thought I 
remembered my husband doing it, but 
nothing happened. 

My journalism teacher who is no novice 
to photography and the OBSERVER’s 
photo adviser were both in the office. 
Surely these experts could figure the 
problem out. 

After a ten minute conference and 
numerous questions to which my answer, 
“I don’t know”, never varied; they decided 
that I had probably advanced the film too 
far and pulled it off the roller. One of 
them took the camera into a dark closet to 
verify this conclusion. I was more than a 
little mortified when he came back 
grinning and said it was really a very 
simple problem - no film in the camera. 

They didn’t actually gloat, but it wasn’t 
until a few days later that they told me of 
some of their own early disasters. And one 
of them did go back to retake the pictures 
for me. 

Having learned ALWAYS to check the 
film, I was ready to try again within a few 
days, but the god who blesses photo- 
graphers hadn’t yet decided that I was 
worthy of his blessing. 

The next film had several photos I 
needed to accompany a feature story for 
the daily newspaper where I work. There 
definitely was film in the camera, but I 
still could not rewind it when I finished 
the film. 

This time I steered clear of my teacher 
and consulted the photographer at the 
daily paper. The film was advanced too 
far, and she simply took it out of the 


Seat erren in the dark room and put it 
directly into the developer. The pictures 
were good. 

That same day one of my professors 
wanted to borrow the camera to take color 
slides for her film production project. She 
had agreed to pick up the camera at the 
daily paper’s office where I was to show 
her how to operate it. 

In the meantime though I had to leave 
the paper on an assignment so I gave the 
camera to a senior reporter/photographer 
who knows Mrs. Arnold and asked him to 
see that she knew how to use it. 

This plan seemed foolproof, but my 
editor decided the photos I took for the 
feature would have been better if I had 
shot them at an ASA of 800 instead of the 
usual 400 for black and white film. 5 

He thought I had the camera loaded 
with black and white film, so he instructed 
Mrs. Arnold to shoot her film at 800. 
When I got back an hour later he 
proceeded to instruct me in this technique 
in an interested and generous manner. I 
appreciated that until he told me that he 
had also instructed Mrs. Arnold. I knew 
before I asked him that he thought I had 
black and white film in the camera. Color 
film is usually shot at an ASA of 200 and 
can be pushed to 400 if compensation is 
made in developing it - but 800 is just too 
much. 

Fortunately there were 36 pictures on 
that film and only a few had been ruined 
before Mrs. Arnold was found and the 
situation remedied. 

Thinking that nothing else could go 
wrong, I breathed a sigh of relief - too 
soon! After Mrs. Arnold shot her 36 
pictures she couldn’t rewind the film 
either. I knew I'd have to go back to the 
daily paper’s photographer with the exact 
same problem I had gone to her with the 
day before. i 

Either the photographer is beg with 
an extra measure of patience or she is 
used to fledgling reporters. Again she 
rescued the film. She suggested that I try 
not taking the last two or three pictures 
on the next film. A few minutes later my — 
husband called to tell me he had forgotten 
one little detail - sometimes there is a 
problem of the film being advanced too far 
if he shoots the last two pictures on the 
film with that camera. “Tell me about it, sil 
said. 

Then I got really ambitious. I decided to 
do a man on the street feature with my 
editor’s blessings and his complete 
instructions about my ASA reading. I 
photographed eight kindergarten children 
and interviewed them about spring fever. 
I felt comfortable about that assignment. 
Cameras may be foreign to me, but kids I 
know about. 

My editor was enthusiastic about the 
interviev/s and read them as soon as I had 
written tn~in up. Then he told me to give 
him the film. 1 had already rewound it, but 
it took such a short time to rewind that I 
was sure I had done something hi I 
panicked. 

“I can’t give it to you,” I said, “because I 
can’t get it out of the camera.” 

He looked at: me strangely but said only, 
“Tll do it.” I had visions of a hundred 
things that could have been wrong, but I 
gave him_ the camera.He said,“The film’s 
already wound.” I didn’t think it could be 
because it only took three seconds to 
rewind it, so he indulged me and took it 
into the darkroom to check. I was 
mentally deciding which expletives he’d 
chosen to describe the situation. The 
moment of truth...Voila! It really was 
rewound. Nothing was wrong!! 

That picayune god had finally bestowed | 
his blessing.

Smaller council 
operates more smoothly

A new academic council has been 
established for NECC by a November 7, 
1977 charter. The new charter replaces 
the 1970 one which originally made 
provision for the council. 

The goal of the new council is to enable 
the faculty, the college administration, 
and student body representatives to work 
more closely to improve conditions at 
Northern Essex. 

Professor Gerry Morin said this new 
Academic Council works simply as an 
advisory board for the President of the 
College, John Dimitry. He added, it differs 
in many ways from the old council. For 
example, it cuts the original 12 
committees to four thereby greatly 
decreasing the number of people required 
to staff it. 

Professor Morin said the council also 
retains the power of student members, 
enabling them to have all the rights and 
privileges of council membership. 

In general this charter gives life, on 
paper, to representative participation by 
students, faculty, and administration in 
three central areas of college governance; 
curriculum, student academic affairs, adn 
budget. 

Membership on the council consists of 
administrators, excluding President Dim- 
itry, who serve by virtue of their position 
and have full rights of council member- 
ship.

Faculty members are elected by the 
faculty and generally serve for a one year 
term. Student representatives are elected 
by fellow student councilors and also 
serve for one year terms.

This committee consisted of two students, 
eight faculty members, and_ three 
administrators.

NECC’s Drop in center 


Nine Northern Essex students recently 
participated in a weekend encounter 
session at Craigville on Cape Cod under 
the supervision of Rubin Russell, director 
of Handicapped Services and co-ordinator 
of the Drop-In Center. 

The experience began at the Craigville 
Conference Center as a brisk, ocean 
breeze provided the backdrop for the 
students and four DIC staff members, 
Sue, Don, Linda-Jean and Beth. 

The focus of the encounter group was 
the opportunity for people to learn about 
themselves and how to relate to others in 
the group. 

The outcome resulted in some partici- 


pants volunteering as DIC counselors. 
Many exercises dealing with the body and 
the working mind intrigues members of 
the group. David Lipsey, a former NECC ° 
employee, trained the group in basic 
counseling skills, speaking on key 
dimensions of counseling and how they 
apply to the person. 

Using exercises provided by Lipsey, 
participants focused on listening, compre- 
hending and learning about themselves to 
determine who they really are. 

Relaxation exercises including muscle 
massage were offered, with participants 
paired for 45-minute massages. 

Home made meals were served three 
times a day.

The Drop-In Center is a student staffed 
organization located off of the game room 
in the College Center. All staff members 
undergo a training program which enables 
them to help those that are in need of 
service. Training programs are held 
biannually during semester breaks. 
There is one presently being planned for

abuse, premarital sex and women’s and 
men’s liberation. The DIC believes that 
understanding today’s issues is a great 
way to relate to people.

Art, dance, games and group decision 
making are all used in the program as a 
method of self-interpretation. The DIC 
understands that self-awareness must be 
achieved before one can be fully aware of 
others.

‘invented an act called The Pyramid,

to bring the act to New York City, and 
there the first performance won a 15 
minute ovation.

Karl billed them 
as “the Great Wallendas”, and he did his 
best to keep the act in the family. 

Dieter Schepp, a nephew recently 
arrived from East Germany, was making 
his first appearance in the great pyramid 
in Detroit on the night of January 30, 
1962, when he suddenly began losing his 
grip on the balance pole. The pole slipped, 
Dieter fell, and the whole pyramid of 
Wallendas came apart in mid-air. Dieter 
and another man died and Karl's adopted 
son Mario was paralyzed from the waist 
down. 

Karl Wallenda would not give up. “It is 
our pride,” he said. “I feel better if I go up 
again. Down here on the ground I break 
all to pieces.”

Defeat never entered 
our minds.” 

After the war, Miss Meir became 
Israel's first prima ballerina.

It was not easy to leave Israel, though, 
Since it was then under martial law. “I 
stamped my feet for a year,” Miss Meir 
said.

Accidents 
happen occassionally while we are out 
fishing.

Possible the most 
common accident is getting hooked by or 
hooking someone else with a fish hook. 
Removing a hood from one’s personal 
anatomy or that of a friend or stranger can 
be accomplished in either of two ways. 
Consider both methods because each has 
its own place. 

First method requires that someone 
have a pair of wire cutting pliers handy. 
Simply push the hook out through another 
spot, and cut off the barb and draw the 
hook back out again. Method number two 
requires no tools, only a piece of 
monofilament line’ about three or four 
inches long. Loop the line around the hook 
near the skin where the hook enters. Push 
on the eye of the hook, pressing it down

Some of his partners were — less 
determined. “I’m scared silly every time I 
go on,” said Gunther Wallenda, a nephew. 
Karl’s second wife Helen, who once 
performed in the act refused even to 
watch it any longer. “I always sit in a back 
room and pray,” she said. 

Last week, as Karl prepared to walk a 
wire strung 300 ft. between the 10th floor 
windows of two beachfront hotels in San 
Juan, P.R., he was warned that the winds 
blowing in off the sea were tricky. There 
was a steady breeze of 12 m.p.h., but with 
gusts up to 23 m.p.h. “The wind is my 
worst enemy,” Wallanda once said of his 
outdoor performances. Karl Wallenda was 
73 by now, but still strong. 

There were some 200 people watching 
that day. Among them was _his 
granddaughter Rietta, 17, the only 
relative then performing in his act. 

Wallenda had no sooner started than a 
gust of wind made the cable vibrate. He 
stopped and steadied himself as a hush fell 
over the crowd.

Russian ballet. Her fellow students were 
Yvette Chavire, Brigette Bardot, and 
Leslie Caron. 

While in Paris, she was also introduced 
to the creative atmosphere of the Left 
Bank area.

Five hours later, two of the old man’s 
proteges joined Rietta Wallenda in doing 
the high-wire act under the big top in San 
Juan. The crowd gave her a standing: 
ovation. She bowed and smiled with tears 
streaming down her cheeks.

They all look pretty 
much the same, but there are some 
important differences the consumer 
should know. : 

Most ten speed bicycles are being 
manufactures in Japan. Even Schwinn 
bicycles have many imported parts. 
Schwinn’s have greatly improved since 
their use of more Japanese parts. The 
quality of most Japanese bikes and 
components is very good and the idea of 
poor quality products being “made in 
Japan” doesn’t hold true in this case. 

Most people in this area buy Schwinn 
bicycles, but when shopping, check out all 
makes.

Test the 
gears and the brakes by taking the bike 
for a good test ride. Finally, it’s important 
to buy a bike that fits your body properly 
and can be easily serviced.
